HISTORICAL “ANDOVER.

EBENEZER LOVEJOY'S LINE. 


So much interest and help has been 
given to my somewhat severe labor iv 
the later generations, by members of 
this line now resident, that I feel like 
devoting a paper to their history. They 
have kept the old estates and helped us 
to a longer voting list than the other 
sons of John. What a queer name 


met it anywhere in my somewhat limit- 


ed research, except in our Andover: 


records. He came with means and in 
some way connected perhaps with old 
Curistopher Osgood of Ipswich, who 
set up the first clothing mill with his 
father-in-law, Philip Fowler. John 
may have come over to help inthe new 
venture. He comes to Andover per- 
haps, right from old Marlboro in Eng- 
land where Mary Everard, Christopher’s 
first young bride was laid away before 
he started with baby Mary and her 
good stepmother, Margery Fowler, for 
the wilds of the Merrimac. *Mary had 
a half sister, Abigail Osgood who mar- 
ried Sherburne Wilson, and either her 
step-son Joseph or a young brother-in- 
law, followed the Osgoods to Andover, 
to find Ebenezer Lovejoy’s sister Mary 
who was married when her brother 
Ebenezer was only two years old. An- 
other half sister Debora Osgood mar- 
ried John Russe, one of the most inter- 
esting of all the collateral. The tra- 
dition in the Russell family that Russe 
was only an abbreviation of Russell 
and that old John, the ferry man of 
Dover, had Indian blood in him, I 
throw out as without foundation. 
Some authorities give our John and 
Mary as the children of Daniel, son of 
John but I think John Russe of Dover 
will prove to be the only link. In 1645 
he petitions for 14 shillings fee for 
taking the mayistrates to Dover and to 
Boston, the court granting it with half 
to collect from Dover. Savage gives 
John and Margaret Russe, a son Na- 
thaniel, older than our John and Mary 
of Andover,and Richard of the Indian 
Wars, supposed to be located around 
Weymouth, relieved in 1678, of a bullet 
trophy by a Dutch surgeon was maybe 
another stray of the family. How- 
ever, John probably moved up here 
about the time of the marriage of his 
daughter with young Audrew Foster 
in 1662, John following with *Debora 
Osgood in 1663. Savage gives the sons 
of young John Russe all to his father, 
making the old geutleman’s death in 
1692 at the age of 80 with a small son 
of 7, rather absurd. His wife Mar- 
garet died in 1689, her death hastened 
maybe by the terrible tragedy of An- 
drew Foster's sister Hanna, murdered 
by her husband while insane with 
drink. From the beginning the stand- 
ing of the Russe family seems insured 
by the alliances with the leading families 
of Osgood, Foster, and Lovejoy. Three 
children born in 1673, Margaret, 
daughter of. John Russe, wife and 
widow of William Peters, Mary Foster, 
danghter of Andrew and Mary (Russe) 
and Ebenezer Lovejoy, youngest 
heir to his father’s estate and trusts, 
all grow up together on the old Coun- 
try road between our bogs of South 
Centre and the Hills of the North 
Parish. Ebenezer, after his father’s 
death, though a lad of 17 assumes the 
care of his stepmother Hanna Pritchard 
and her comfortable maintenance, the 
guardianship of his young neice Fran- 
ces, only 5 years his junior, and is told 
to listen to the advice of his Uncle 
Thomas and his elder brothers in busi- 
ness mattersand do nothing to make 
his mother grieve in her old age. 

Ebenezer and Mary (Foster) in 1690 
look after Hanna’s cow each May-day 
and in 1705 nurse her through the 
agony of a cancer in the throat. Fran - 
ces has her finery and has gone to 
Chelmsford with Nathaniel Foster,and 
Ebenezer begins to swap about wiih 
his brothers, aud when Nathaniel agrees 
to pay the sister’sdowry as they come 
on, he gets the homestead lands except 
a valuable orchard Soldier Ben had 
planted before he died at Pemaquid, 
and Ebenezer takes up his residence on 
the fair portion now held by Dea. Bal- 
lard Lovejoy, the aged John, his cousin 
and Joseph Thompson Lovejoy’s place

Joseph Poor of Danvers, 
represented by Mrs. Briggs, of Sara, 
the donor of Abbot Academy and 
other heirs of Col. George Abbott, 
Hanna Lovejoy probably married 
her neighbor Daniel Faulkner and her 
sister Mehitable tuok young Timothy 
Mooar. *Ebenezer builded the best of 
all for he chose Mary Barnard, daughter 
of John aud Naomi (Hoyt). She was 
a cousin on her mother’s side to his 
brother Nathuniel's children of a very 
long lived and sensible line of women. 
Mary Barnard born in 1697, just at the 
close of old William's War and the 
downfall of the Stuarts, lived till 1795 
dying at 98 after seeing young George 
of Hanover’s heels lifted from her tax 
list. The sons of John Barnard died 
before him and Ebenezer is called to 
be executor and care taker of his moth- 
er-in-law’s estate. Whatever the faults 
of the Lovejoys they all seem to lack 
covetousness, always willing to give a 
fair equivalent for what they teceive, 
and are called to many positions of 
trust. Ebenezer lost four children, 
the eldest aged 11, in the epidemic of 
1739 and buried a daughter at 24. Jer- 
emia and Rebecca alone survived and 
and it looked as if the line would die 
out. Rebecca married William Chand- 
ler over on the Hidden place. His first 
wife was Mary Ballard, sister of Dor- 
othy Ballard who married Jeremia 
Lovejoy. They were daughters of Jo- 
sia Ballard and Mary Chandler, Josia 
being son of Joseph Ballard and Re- 
becca Johnson (Timothy and Rebecca 
(Aslebe)) and Mary, the daughter of 
William Chandler and Mary Dane 
Thomas and Mary (Stevens). Joseph 
Ballard, the sheriff of the witch times 
and Elizabeth Phelps with Dea. Jo- 
seph Stevens and Mary Ingalls were 
the early ancestors. Mary Ballard 
was the mother of only three Chandlers.

Jeremia and Dorothy had been dead 
for years, leaving at least nine of a 
family of eleven to grow up. Jeremia 
disappears in Danville, Me. His father 
was in the early Revolution lists and 
he was probably the later man named. 
Mary went to Weare, N. H. with Asa 
French, Dorothy married Asa Towne, 
carpenter who worked on the New 
South Church, and was brought with 
wife and baby Dorothy back from 
Charlestown to lie on the Hillside bank 
of Shawshin. Rebecca went away 
with Andrew Wilson Duucklee. Hanua 
staid here with Andrew Palmer Wood, 
whore name was given wrong last week. 
Mr. Joseph Lovejoy’s Wood Mansion 
and its wanderings reminds me of some 
deeds of a certain Peter Martin, ma- 
riner of Marblehead and what seems to 
be those of a son later, a baker, who 
lives in West Parish and swaps estates 
with the Blanchards and Boyntons, and 
he seems to be always reserving two 
dwelling houses with a right to move 
them. Perhaps his sailor restlessness 
kept him in good spirits, locating new 
sites from time to time, perhaps it is a 
way they have across the Shawshin of 
escaping the results of a lack of drain- 
age. I found that he had in some way 
got hold of Gideon Foster and swapped 
about insuch a way that I must take 
back all my theories in regard to Dea. 
Ballard Lovejoy’s home. Phebe mar- 
ried Daniel Fox. ‘John with Dolly 
Russell and Persis Bailey left us Hanna 
wife of Henry Callahan, while to 
‘James Ballard with his wife Martha, 
and perhaps a second Hanna and to 
‘Ebenezer and Phebe Russell we owe 
the present descendants.

It consists of a low granite 
base, surmounted by a pedestal and 
cross of polished Scottish ite, On

On the upper: 


4 Tribute Loving Remembrance 
Erected by Her Children. 


On the base are the words : 
Her Children Rise up and Call Her Blessed.” 


The monument is twelve feet high. 
The shaft is a little more than nine feet 
in height; twenty inches broad at the 
pedestal and twelve at the point where 
the line breaks into a curve below the 
tirst hollowing for the arms. In thick- 
ness the shaft is a trifle less than twelve 
inches The transverse portion of the 
cross measures about twenty-six inches 
in length, and is nearly twelve inches at 
the widest parts. e 

The chief n of the cross is 
the intersection of tue arms with the 
shaft. Here there are four semi-circles, 
deep enough to narrow the shaft near! 
to nine inches at the lower incisions 55 
to about eight at the upper. The curves 
of the summit, of the ende of the arms, 
and the ornamentation suggest the 
outline, broken by the incisions, of a 
wheel, with a slight projection of each 
extremity. The high tapering shaft, the 
summit, the graceful hollows and curve 
of the transverse portion, give uliar 
lightness aud beauty to the solid stréngth 
of the whole. t 

A monument of this description ‘is 
sometimes called, correctly I suppose, an 
„Jona cross.” The well known St. Mar- 
tin's Cross on Iona, the “Isle of the 
Saints,“ has incised arms and a wheel. 
The former extend beyond the wheel. 
This form seems to be in mind, common- 
ly, when the word Jona“ is applied. 

The chief mark of the type 4 the in- 
cision. When this appears we have the 
early Celtic, Scottish, or Irish cross, to 
which family the Iona belongs. They 
seem to have come into use when Ireland 
(Hibernia) was called Scotia, and was 
sending its missionaries to what later re- 
ceived the name which survives as Scot - 
land. The Celtic crosses were numerous 
not ye 7 2 oe in the north and 
west o tland, and many remain, v 
interesting monuments 901 the earl 
of these countries. It is 
sald that Mrs. Stowe, when visiting the 
Duke of Argyll, saw a cross which she 
admired, and that this cross, without its 
decorations, is reproduced by her children 
in their affectionate and most appropri- 
ate memorial, E. C. 8.

EYESIGHT IMPAIRED. 


Papils njarea by Condition of the Ol ver 
Grammer Snevol. 

The latest matter to command the at- 

tention and solicitude of those inter- 
ested in the welfare of local school 
children is the darkness of the Oliver 
school. On many occasions it has been 
stated by school authorities that this 
darkness is ruinoun to the eyes of the 
pupils. This is now reaffirmed by the 
present head master, B. M. Sheridan, 
who says he knows the many com- 
plaints are not exaggerated. 
On the north end the light is cut off 
from the rear portion of the building 
by the training school; on the sides itis 
closely flanked by the Universalist 
church and high: school, while in front 
the thick branches of the common trees 
operate in a similar manner to make the 
light of the building poor. And now 
the feeble rave that used to stream in at 
the northeast corner are in large part 
excluded by the new story on the high 
school laboratory. 

The eyesight of hundreds of pupils 
is being yearly impaired by use in dark 
and dingy quarters. This fact in itself 
would seem bad enough, but the evil is 
intensified by the utter absence of 
thoughtfulness on the part of the city. 
In many other cities the eyesight of 
school children is examined at stated 
periods and due report made to the 
proper authorities; but Lawrence has 
yet to do this, 

These statements will not prove new 
to many readers, for many hundreds of 
Lawrence men and women have attend- 
ed the Oliver school and know that the 
light conditions are exactly as above 
described. The complaint and the need 
of remedy are not in the least mythical. 

Ina short time the preliminary step 
toward formally calling the city’s at- 
tention to these facts will be taken. It 
is expected that Dr John C. Bowker, 
who lectures before the teachers Oct. 7, 
on. “School hygiene,” will examine the 
eyesight of the Oliver school pupils aud 
make a report. Priocipal Sheridan hopes 
this may be the beginning of regular ex- 
aminations, é
